tyrjS build up a Russo-German anti-Communist army 
to operate even after the German defeat. 

April 1945 s Took part in a project of AS CHENB RENNER' s 
to effect the surrender of the VLASSOV force 
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to Third Army. Subject jfras taken PW while 
' visiting G eneral TRUHI N, of the ROA.
